Cardenas. They get guns from the DS as well as other sources, and 
sxxseveral motnhs ago a Texas or New Mexico grand Jury indicted several 
individuals and Remington Am Co. { DuPont! for illegal gun-running 
to Mexico. Dies had on the stand Henry B» Allen, the liason between 
the Nazi's in Los Angeles and the Gold Shirts, who figures In the 
gun-running and other activities, and although he had eonsiderabls 
information, in his possession ( i.e.. Dies did) Allen was not confronted 
with any real information on his Mexican activity, files has consistently 
whitewashed tbs Mexican situation and now he suddenly invents a Red 
plot at the time when political activity in Mexico is getting hotter. 

At the same time Dies inv&etigator who initially participated in the 
Gold Shirt whitewash, Edward Francis Sullivan, who, during the time 
he worker for Dies was actually an agent of the fkraniaa fascists, 
suddenly, without any grounds whatsoever, starts a vicious pad not 
quite legal harrassaent of John Spivak, who exposed the- Mexican atory 
and Allen.

For a long time Coughlin had a lobbyist her -fat little Louis Ward, 

who seemed to make his headquarters in the Carroll Arms Hotel, directly 
accross the street from the Senate Office Building, War was usually 
with a big bilond, About 8 month® ago Ward was made some kind of a 
big shot on Sooial Justice, managing editor or something oraparable.
